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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Regarding applicant's argument that Behrens cannot be combined with the other references, the examiner disagress. Behrens, in col. 18, 
lines 5-13 and col. 19, line 29 through col. 23, line 15 describe the generation of updated filter coefficients of an adptive filter used in a 
PRML system (col. 7, line 12 through col. 8, line 9) by means of matrix/projection/vector calculations, resulting in an updated filter 
coefficient vector Wk. Further col. 14, line 40 through col. 16, line 51 describe a system of matrix equations used in calculating filter 
coefficients, where the matrix size is related to the sampling frequency and, thus, with an increase in IC capabilities and an increased 
sampling frequency, a greater number of samples would be used to implement the apparatus of Behrens. Therefore, making use of routine 
experimentation, made possibly by the constant advancements in IC technoloogy, and the disclosure of Behrens, one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the instant invention was made would have been able to make use of an increased number of samples in combination with 
the matirx equations of Behrens in calculating equalization filter coefficients, and the art rejections in the Office Action mailed 22 May 2008 
are hereby maintained. 
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
